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Expedition slammed 
as ‘an expensive joke’

A TEAM of young adventurers are facing de¬ 
mands to pay up after they were forced to call 
off an Icelandic expedition following three 
separate rescues by emergency helicopter. 

The expedition, which included Angus 
Dowie, 19, from Exning, has been branded an 
“expensive joke” by an Icelandic MP. 

Members of The Coldest Crossing project - 
all students aged under 21 - have also faced 
online abuse. 

They set out to attempt the youngest mid¬ 
winter unsupported crossing of Iceland, a 
250-mile journey over 18 days. 

Speaking before they set out in October, 
Angus told the News : “The expedition will 
take approximately four weeks, covering con¬ 
ditions which will see us face 1 OOmph winds 
and regular temperatures of -30 excluding 
windchill. 

“Due to the country’s polar proximity, the 
sun will also not fully rise through the whole 
expedition. We will be pulling pulks with all 
our kit and food for the expedition, being 
completely self supported.” 

He said the aim of the expedition was “to 
encourage the youngsters of our generation 
to get outdoors and challenge themselves, 
learning about what they are capable of”. 

But the project came to grief after Angus 
suffered a health problem - and it was all fi¬ 
nally called off after a third rescue. 


And they have now faced calls to pay for the 
rescues which were done by ICE-SAR search 
and rescue teams, who are made up of volun¬ 
teers working in their spare time. 

The first rescue happened on December 
7, when a storm hit the area and Angus was 
ill. The second was in the middle of Iceland 
when one of the team was said to have “early 
onset frostbite”. 

In the third, the team said they had “run 


into real trouble due to heavy rain and sleet 
that had saturated their equipment”. 

They then had to be airlifted from the area 
as it was not easily accessible by ICESAR 
teams on snowmobiles. 

Expedition leader Charlie Smith, 19, said 
earlier reports of the rescues had been incor¬ 
rect and that they wanted to set the record 
straight. 

He said: “We have had death threats and all 


sorts of things. It has been pretty horrendous 
stuff.” 

Mr Smith said the expedition had been 
planned to the right level, and their actions 
have been defended by the search and res¬ 
cue team who said they were “properly 
equipped”. 

But Icelandic MPs have criticised the cost 
of the rescues to the search and rescue teams 
and have questioned whether expeditions 
should have insurance. 

MP Karl Garoarsson said on Facebook: 
“This is getting an expensive joke for rescue 
workers etc. Question is: Is it normal in such 
circumstances that the hikers do not pay the 
cost of the rescue? Or buy insurance?” 

Another MP Elin Hirst said parliament had 
to do something to protect emergency teams 
which bore the brunt of “risky behaviour”. 

However, The Coldest Crossing team have 
since released a statement from the project 
manager of ICE-SAR. 

In it, GuSbrandur Orn Arnarson said that 
although he had told the team they “were not 
choosing the best time to take on an expedi¬ 
tion like this”, they were properly equipped. 

He said: “I met with The Coldest Crossing 
team with a colleague early in December for 
three hours and reviewed their plan. 

“Our first reaction was to inform the team 
that they were not choosing the best time to 
take on an expedition like this... The initial

ONE of Soham’s pubs could 
soon be given a new lease of 
life. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has received 
a planning application to 
refurbish the Red Lion, in 
High Street. 

The applicant is Soham 
man Peter Leonard, who 
lives in Manor House, also 
in the High Street. 

The pub closed in Janu¬ 
ary this year and has been 
boarded up ever since. 

In his application to the 
council, Mr Leonard, whose 
family were well-known 


butchers in the town, said: 
“The proposal is to under¬ 
take a complete restora¬ 
tion of the Red Lion public 
house, reconfiguring the 
space to create a restau¬ 
rant with modern toilet and 
kitchen facilities, private 
function rooms and ancil¬ 
lary staff accommodation. 

“Works will include re¬ 
pairs to the gable end 
wall, chimney stacks and 
thatched and tiles rooves.” 

He added: “No original 
or historic fabric will be re¬ 
moved.” 

Ken Oliver ran the pub for 
around seven years before 
closing the venue on Janu¬ 
ary 7. 


In a statement posted on 
the pub’s Facebook page 
that evening, Mr Oliver said 
he hoped someone would 
come along and refurbish 
the pub. 

The decision on Mr Leon¬ 
ard’s proposals lies with 
planners at the district 
council and is expected 
within eight weeks.

planned route was also prob¬ 
lematic with potential risks. 
Changes had to be made in or¬ 
der to avoid risks and also to 
make a potential extraction less 
problematic. 

“To be absolutely clear, the 
team was not irresponsible and 


poorly equipped.” 

He said that despite the three 
rescues, it was better that they 
were picked up earlier than 
later. The statement added: “We 
have had other teams run into 
severe trouble in Iceland and 
they have exposed rescue teams 
to significant risk by calling for 
help too late or after they had 


gotten into severe trouble. 

“The Coldest Crossing team 
was preemptive and cautious, 
asking for assistance before they 
needed emergency extraction in 
the worst conditions.” 

The team have since said on 
their Facebook page that they 
plan to make a donation to ICE- 
SAR following the rescues.

£40 charge to keep 
using your brown bin 


A FIGURE has been set 
for a controversial new 
charge on garden waste 
collection. 

From this spring, resi¬ 
dents of Newmarket and 
the surrounding area, 
as well as people across 
West Suffolk are set to 
pay an annual subscrip¬ 
tion of £40 if they want 
to have their brown bins 
collected. 

A spokesperson for 
West Suffolk councils 
said: “Because of budg¬ 
etary constraints, from 
April 1, 2016, garden 

waste collection in Forest 
Heath and St Edmunds- 
bury will change to a sub¬ 
scription service.

“This means that resi¬ 
dents will pay an annual 
fee to continue to have 
their brown bin emptied. 

“Both councils have 
agreed in principle to a 
fee of £40, subject to up¬ 
dates on the creation of 
the West Suffolk scheme.” 

The charge has been 
introduced after cuts 
in funding from Suffolk 
County Council. 

The West Suffolk coun¬ 
cils would have had to 
find an extra £500,000 to 
continue providing the 
free service. 


In spite of a number 
of councillors voicing 
concerns, the idea to in¬ 
troduce a charge was ap¬ 
proved by St Edmunds- 
bury’s full council on 
September 22. 

The decision to set the 
subscription charge at 
£40 took into account 
other councils’ experi¬ 
ence, the impact on the 
budget and how pay¬ 
ments could be made as 
efficient as possible. 

Similar charges made 
by other councils in the 
East of England range 
from £39 in Peterborough 
to £51.60 in Great Yar¬ 
mouth. 

The councils intend to 


review the scheme within 
three years. 

One of councillors’ 
concerns about the 
charge is that it will cause 
a drop in sustainable dis¬ 
posal of garden waste, 
with people opting to 
dispose of it alongside 
regular waste or resorting 
to fly-tipping. 

The councils intend to 
encourage home com¬ 
posting and use of waste 
recycling centres as they 
introduce the charge. 

The next update on the 
scheme will be made at a 
joint meeting of the per¬ 
formance and audit scru¬ 
tiny committees of both 
councils on January 28.

Town council approves bid for seven flats on site of pub 


PLANS for seven flats on the site 
of The White Lion pub on the High 
Street in Newmarket have been 
approved by the town council. 

At a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday evening, 
councillors discussed an outline 


planning application for seven flats 
on the site of the pub from the Unex 
group. 

The plans are for two one- 
bedroom flats, four two-bedroom 
flats and one three-bedroom flats, 
as well as a new access road to lead 


the way to a car park and bin store. 

A bus stop will also have to 
be slightly relocated under the 
proposals. 

Councillors said they could not 
see any "reason to object" to the 
planning application and proposed 


no objections, but Cllr Hood said 
more details should be given on the 
access road. 

However, Cllr David Hudson 
said it was a "shame to see another 
pub go under" to make way for the 
proposed flats.

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Car flips on 
to roof in 
A14 crash 

A DRIVER and passenger escaped 
serious injury after their car flipped 
onto its roof on the A14 near 
Newmarket yesterday morning. 

Police were called at 8.55am 
to the incident which took place 
on the westbound carriageway 
between junction 37 for the A142 
at Exning, and junction 36 for the 
A1303 at Six Mile Bottom. 

The white BMW had hit a road 
sign and was left in the ditch 
upside down. 

Cambridge Fire and Rescue 
Service freed people from the 
vehicles and the East of England 
Ambulance service treated two 
patients. 

These included a lorry driver 
and a car passenger who were 
treated at the scene for minor 
injuries. 

The car passenger was taken 
to Addenbrooke's Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

Police said the lorry driver 
left the scene shortly after the 
incident. 

They have appealed for him to 
get in touch. 

Recovery vehicles worked 
to reopen the road, which was 
originally blocked, and motorists 
experienced long delays in the 
area and through Newmarket 
town centre as people tried to 
avoid the road.

CHARITIES in Newmarket 
and Mildenhall are ben- 
efitting from a cash boost 
thanks to the district’s Com¬ 
munity Chest fund. 

More than £136,700 is be¬ 
ing given by Forest Heath 
District Council to various 
projects across the region.

“This allows us to keep the 
service local and also get an 
outreach worker who can get 
out in the local community 
as a ‘nip it in the bud’ project 
to help before people get in 
difficult situations.” 

The Voluntary Network 
has also been given £19,412 
for its community transport 
scheme.

Other organisations bene- 
fitting from funding include 
Fresh Start, New Beginnings, 
a charity for therapeutic 
treatment for children who 
have disclosed sexual abuse, 
receiving £8,200, and Home- 
start, giving support to fami¬ 
lies struggling to cope, who 
received £13,250. 

Our Special Friends, which 
helps isolated and vulner¬ 
able people benefit from 
animal companionship dur¬ 
ing bereavement or illness, 
received £6,000, while the 
Mildenhall High Town Pi¬ 
rates were given £1,204 to 
run monthly basketball ses¬ 
sions for young carers. 

Cllr Robin Millar, cabinet 
member for families and 
communities, said: “This is 
the first full year of funding 
to be awarded from the com¬ 
munity chest. 

“There is a huge mix of 
projects across the district 
covering everything from 
support for young families 
struggling with post natal 


depression, multiple births, 
or just the simple pressure 
of raising children, through 
to young carers, and services 
to help the most vulnerable 
and isolated members of our 
communities. 

“All of these will make a 
real difference to benefit 
people’s lives.” 

The aim of the Communi¬ 
ty Chest is to “create strong¬ 
er, more resilient families 
and communities that are 
healthy, active, and are help¬ 
ing themselves and each 
other”.

Rethink over 
police cuts fails 
to halt closure

CUTS to the police service in Suffolk are set 
to be millions of pounds less than originally 
feared - but the front desk at Newmarket 
police station will still close. 

Suffolk Constabulary announced last 
week that its £20.5 million savings target is 
likely to be reduced by several million after 
new information from the Home Office. 

The force received the details on Decem¬ 
ber 17, after Chancellor George Osborne 
announced in November that police fund¬ 
ing would be protected in the next round of 
government cuts. 

The precise figures will not be revealed 
until later this month, but Suffolk Police are 
planning to use the extra available funds 
for recruitment. 

Temporary Chief Constable Gareth Wilson 
said: “[The] news from the Home Office was 
far better than we had anticipated and has 
had a significant impact on our budgeting 
and savings requirement over the next few 
years.” 

The force would now be able to lift a two- 
year freeze on recruitment significantly ear¬ 
lier than expected, he said. 

The news comes after significant cuts to 
the force - including the axing of 68 PCSO 
roles - were announced. 

Suffolk Police say fewer officers will be

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lost, but other cuts will go ahead as planned 
in April. This includes closing the front desk 
at Newmarket police station - along with 
many others across the county - to the gen¬ 
eral public. Only the front desks at Ipswich, 
Lowestoft and Bury St Edmunds are set to 
remain open. 

Temporary Chief Constable Wilson said: 
“A significant savings requirement still re¬ 
mains, and of equal importance is the need 
for us to redesign to suit the challenges we 
face today.” 

He added: “We need to be structured in 
a way that enables us to respond to the de¬ 
mands of today and the challenges of the 
future so that we can continue to keep our 
communities safe.” 

Mr Wilson is set to become the new 
Chief Constable of Suffolk, the force has 
announced. He has served as the county’s 
Deputy Chief Constable and has been Tem¬ 
porary Chief Constable since last February. 
His new appointment by the Police and 
Crime Panel was expected to be approved at 
a public meeting today.

RAF base could be a 
commercial airport 


A COMMERCIAL airport on RAF Mildenhall 
would open up the county’s potential and 
improve its growth. 

That is the opinion of ex-councillor for 
Suffolk, fudy Terry, who has called on the 
government to mothball plans to build an¬ 
other Heathrow runway and take that in¬ 
vestment to Mildenhall instead. 

She said that RAF Mildenhall, which is set 
to close by 2022, losing 4,200 airmen and 
civillian posts, would be the perfect place for 
an airport. 

In a blog on Conservative Home, Ms Terry 
said that all investment goes to London but 
this was an opportunity to give Suffolk its 
own airport and help it to grow. 

Ms Terry, who spent four years in the coun¬ 
ty council as cabinet member for Economic 
Development, said that passengers seemed 
not to be a priority and instead Heathrow is 
being expanded just for the freight industry. 

She said: “Freight inevitably has to be 
transported around the country. So why 
does it have to be imported and exported via 
London where the roads are already clogged

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up and there are concerns about diesel 
fumes and the impact on health? 

She added: “A new solution could be put¬ 
ting soon-to-be-redundant airfields in the 
regions to a new use. In the past, decom¬ 
missioned airfields have become housing or 
industrial estates, often stunting wider eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

“Given the location... there would be ma¬ 
jor advantages for the freight industry in 
having easier access across the country and 
to Felixstowe port for any onward transmis¬ 
sion to the continent and across the globe.” 

Ms Terry claims that Mildenhall had so far 
“never lived up to expectations” but could 
do that if “Heathrow expansion advocates 
would open their minds to a viable alterna¬ 
tive” like an RAF Mildenhall airport. 

She said: “For the government, costs 
would also be lower and it would be easier 
and quicker to deliver the additional capac¬ 
ity- 


“There is plenty of space to create new, ef¬ 
ficient warehousing, and salaries are lower 
than in the London area. Housing is also 
cheaper. 

“The local council would have increased 
business rates and the Treasury would bene¬ 
fit from higher tax income as more jobs were 
created, and the benefits budget declined.” 

The former councillor also hails the re¬ 
gion’s “world class scientific and technical 
research” and said that an airport develop¬ 
ment “would also boost further private in¬ 
vestment” in the region. 

Ms Terry said: “Unlike its neighbours in 
Essex and Norfolk, Suffolk doesn’t have a 
commercial airport, which has had a seri¬ 
ously detrimental impact on its growth. 

“Mildenhall could change that and im¬ 
prove so many lives.”

Fewer Academy pupils opting 
for university, research shows

NEW research has revealed that students 
in areas of Newmarket and the Forest 
Heath district are less likely to go to uni¬ 
versity, despite good results. 

Eriswell and the Rows and Great 
Heath, both in the district, as well as 
Soham South, are all in the bottom 10 
nationally in terms of the gap between 
GCSE attainment and university attend¬ 
ance. 

The figures, produced by the Higher 
Education Funding Council for England, 
rank wards across England in terms of 
the gap between the number of young 
people that might be expected to go to 
university based on their GCSE results 
and the number that actually do go on to 
higher education. 

The researchers have grouped all 
wards nationally into 10 “deciles” based 
on how likely high achieving students 
are to go to university. 

Fordham, Soham North, Lakenheath, 
St Mary’s in Newmarket, and Cheveley 
are also in the low deciles, at level two, 
the second bottom category. 

In the St Mary’s ward, the percentage 
gap between expectation and attain¬ 
ment is 6.8 per cent. 

Howard Lay, chairman of the Sam¬ 
uel Ward Academy Trust, which runs 
Newmarket Academy, said that family

background and culture play a big part 
in whether students end up going into 
higher education. 

He said: “It’s to do with a history of 
attending university in the family and 
around confidence and developing that 
sense of expectation. 

“If the expectation isn’t in the family, 
then the school’s got a responsibility to 
do that.” 

He said that at schools in the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust, outreach activities 
such as trips to universities and publish¬ 
ing a magazine of students’ best work 
are used to encourage high achievers to 
consider university. 

Nick Froy, head of Newmarket Acad¬ 
emy, agreed with Mr Lay. He said: “New¬ 
market is a vibrant local economy of¬ 
fering career opportunities across an 
incredibly wide range of employment 
opportunities and this is clearly very 
attractive - especially when set against 
the backdrop of substantial debt and no 
further guarantees of employment after 
university.”

Two-year-old Sebastian 
Brockenshire-Dyke, from 
Snailwell, underwent life¬ 
changing surgery following 
a £70,000 fund-raising 
campaign which captured the 
hearts of the community. 
Reporter Natalie Robinson 
caught up with the family 
just before Christmas to hear 
of the amazing progress the 
little boy is making 

A TODDLER from Snailwell has 
been able to dance for the very 
first time - after life-changing 
surgery in America. 

When 2-year-old Sebastian 
Brokenshire-Dyke was diag¬ 
nosed with cerebral palsy last 
year, his family feared he would 
spend the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair. 

But this Christmas, after a 
£70,000 campaign to fund cru¬ 
cial treatment, little Seb can 
not only stand up by himself for 
short periods but has started to 
dance, stamping his feet to the 
music. 

And last week he took his first 
steps. 

Seb lives with his mum and 
dad, Lorna and James, and twin 
brother Solomon. 

Lorna said the surgery had 
transformed the family’s hopes 
for the future. 

She said: “Seb was diagnosed 
at 15 months old after failing 
to meet his developmental 
milestones. That was a really 
difficult time for us as a family 
because we didn’t know much 
about the condition - and we 
feared the worst.” 


After months of research, 
Lorna stumbled upon a pro¬ 
cedure called Selective Dorsal 
Rhizotomy (SDR), which re¬ 
moves spasticity in the legs and 
enables patients to move more 
freely. 

“When I first heard about it, I 
discounted it because it’s such 
an invasive procedure,” Lorna 
said. 

“I thought it was brilliant, 
but not for my child. But then, 
through Facebook we saw oth¬ 
er families going through the 
same thing. 

“There were children with 


more severe disabilities than 
Seb doing really well. Kids 
that were already confined to 
a wheelchair and largely had 
been written off by their health¬ 
care providers had got up and 
walked.” 

Soon, Lorna was completely 
convinced - and on October 
1 began what they envisaged 
would be a year long campaign 
to raise £70,000 - enough to 
pay for Seb’s surgery in America 
and physio afterwards. 

Their efforts included a three- 
legged marathon, a sponsored 
toddle on Newmarket Heath,

and Tough Mudder events, 
amongst hundreds of others 
by people up and down the 
country. 

Their marathon raised 
£15,000 - and a place in 
the Guinness World Record 
books - and they reached 
their target in May, five 
months ahead of schedule. 

In October, Seb, Solomon, 
Lorna and James travelled 
to St Louis in the USA with 
“world leader”, Dr Tae Sung 
Park who has done more 
than 3,000 operations of this 
type with a 100 per cent suc¬ 
cess rate. 

Lorna said that while the 
surgery was a complete suc¬ 
cess, the uncertainty was 
how Seb would do in physi¬ 
otherapy. 

She said: “His surgeon 
has predicted that he will 
be an independent walker. 
We have no doubt that is go¬ 
ing to happen, but what we 
don’t know is when it will 
happen or how quickly he 
will achieve the goals he has 
been forecasted. 

“If he puts in the work, 
one day in a few years he 
is going to be similar to his 
brother. That was always 
our biggest, most powerful 
motivator - the fact that we 
had the two of them. 

“But having twins really 
highlighted the differences 
in quite a painful way - that 
was something that moti¬ 
vated us to get the surgery 
and find a solution.” 

Now, just two-and-a-half 
months on, Seb provides 
a new gift often as he pro¬ 
gresses. 

Lorna said: “Since sur¬ 
gery, he has already learnt 
to stand for a few seconds 
by himself. His posture is 


better and he can sit more 
comfortably. His legs just 
move completely differ¬ 
ently. He can swing his leg 
to get up onto something - 
climbing is transformed.” 

And just a few weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas, Seb danced 
for the first time. 

Lorna said: “As a parent of 
a child who has a physical 
disability, you downgrade 
all your expectations to 
shelter yourself from disap¬ 
pointment. 

“You take away the sig¬ 
nificance of that milestone 
because otherwise it’s just 
crushing if you carry on 
thinking about the things he 
can’t do. 

“Then he danced, stamp¬ 
ing in time with the music, 
and it chokes you because 
you just think 1 didn’t think 
he’d be able to do that’. 

“It’s such a simple pleas¬ 
ure - and we can suddenly 
start ticking the list and put¬ 
ting all these things back on 
there and it’s incredible.” 

Now enjoying a new phys¬ 
io room, renovated for free 
by Mobile Minis UK, Seb is 
ticking off boxes left, right 
and centre. 

Lorna said: “Seb’s surgery 
has reset our family’s future 
as to what we thought it 
would be. 

“Things we imagined do¬ 
ing like walking down the 
beach as a family - just re¬ 
ally simple things but things 
we wanted to do together. 

“They are very important 
and we had them taken 
away from us when he was 
diagnosed. 

“With his condition, by 
ten or early teens, mobility 
declines and they end up 
wheelchair bound. That’s 


just not going to happen 
now with him. He’s not go¬ 
ing to have that premature 
aging. It’s been eliminated 
at two years old.” 

Recently, the NHS has 
announced they have no 
further funding for the sur¬ 
gery in the UK after carrying 
out a clinical trial last year - 
something Lorna feels very 
strongly about. 

“Now every family who 
wants this for their child will 
either have to wait for re¬ 
sults of the clinical trial and 
a decision to routinely fund 
it which is going to be years 
in the making, or their only 
option is to fundraise like 
we did which is really hard,” 
Lorna said. 

“We think it should be 
available on the NHS be¬ 
cause it’s such a life chang¬ 
ing procedure and it’s prov¬ 
en.” 

For now, the Brokenshire- 
Dykes are continuing with 
Seb’s progress and support¬ 
ing other families fundrais¬ 
ing for the same treatment. 

Lorna said: “Last Christ¬ 
mas was really difficult be¬ 
cause we were still coming 
to terms with his diagnosis. 

“There was a massive dif¬ 
ference with what they [Seb 
and Solomon] could both 
do. 

“At Christmas, you look 
ahead at what the next year 
is going to bring and for 
the first time as a family, 
we have nothing but good 
things to look forward to. 

“He is improving every 
week. This is our family time 
finally starting.”

Neil gets OBE for work 
during the ebola crisis

A MAN from Burwell has been recognised 
for his work during the ebola crisis as part of 
the New Year’s Honours list. 

Neil Bentley spent five months in Sierra 
Leone during the Ebola crisis last year, set¬ 
ting up three laboratories in the West African 
country. 

The 52-year-old, who is head of specialist 
microbiology technical services for Public 
Health England, has received an OBE in the 
new year list. 

The labs were set up in Makeni, Kerry 
Town and Port Loko under the direction of 
UK Royal Engineers, Public Health England 
and the Department for International Devel¬ 
opment. 

Set up as part of an agreement with the 
British Government, the laboratories meant 
blood samples and swabs could be sent from 
all over West Africa to be tested for Ebola. 

However, in Neil’s first visit, he found the 
laboratories didn’t have basic amenities like 
running water or toilets, meaning the team 
had to completely start from scratch. 

Once set up, having the labs turned the 
waiting time for test results from four or five 
days to just 24 hours. 

The father-of-two told the News : “Before 
we arrived, patients suspected of having eb¬ 
ola were going into these ebola waiting clin¬ 
ics and were sometimes in there for four or 
five days. 

“If they didn’t have ebola when they went 
into the clinics, chances were they did when 
they came out. 

“Getting samples to the labs as quickly as 
possible was the key.”

While the original laboratories that Neil 
and his team set up are now being closed, 
they are leaving “legacy” clinics in the lo¬ 
cal hospitals, which will be able to diagnose 
ebola and many other diseases. 

Neil added: “I think the work that was 
done will hopefully help to prepare people 
there better for any future outbreak.” 

While he knew that he and his team had 
done a good job of setting up the laborato¬ 
ries, he did not expect any recognition. 

He said: “When I got the letter from the 
Cabinet Office about the honour, I was a bit 



worried before I opened it. 

“I’m technically a civil servant and I 
thought I’d done something wrong! 

“I couldn’t believe what it said at first. I 
knew I had done a good job but I didn’t know 
it had got to such a level. 

“The most important thing is the team in 
the UK and Sierra Leone - without them we 
wouldn’t be anywhere at all. 

“It’s a shame it couldn’t have gone to the 
whole team.” 

Neil is now getting ready to polish his 
shoes and don his suit to go to Buckingham 
Palace and meet the Queen or other senior 
royals to collect his award.

ASIAN ADVENTURE: 
Ben Shepperson had an 
eye-opening time on his 
MCC tour of Nepal

CAST your eyes over the ICC world 
rankings for Test, one-day and 
Twenty20 matches and you will see 
all of the usual suspects. 

But Mildenhall captain Ben 
Shepperson saw enough young 
talent on his recent trip to Nepal to 
believe the South Asia nation could 
one day become known for its 
batting and bowling. 

Shepperson was part of a 13-man 
MCC squad that toured one of the 
world’s poorest countries, playing 
matches, coaching enthusiastic 
youngsters and learning more about 
its people. 

It was an eye-opening couple of 
weeks for him and his team-mates 
on several levels. The passion for 
sport and the incredible spirit 
shown in adversity - Nepal was 
rocked by earthquakes last April 
and has been in the grips of a fuel 
crisis - made a massive impact on 
the whole party. 

“We went to a few areas that were 
really affected by the earthquakes, 
but they seem to be getting on with 
things as best they can and they 
have a very positive outlook on 
life,” said Shepperson. 

“They were all so willing to help, 
take you under their wing and show 
you around, and that’s something 
I’ll really take from the experience. 

“You could see on the streets 
and everywhere you went that 
there was poverty around, but that 
didn’t seem to affect the spirit of the 
people, and I think that really hit 
everyone. 

“I think everyone on the tour 
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went away with a different perspec¬ 
tive on things.” 

Shepperson is a qualified Level 
Two coach and has also been work¬ 
ing with youngsters while play¬ 
ing out in Australia this winter for 
Runaway Bay. 

And he was mightily impressed by 
the standard of the Nepalese teen¬ 
agers he put through their paces. 

“We coached some of the juniors 
over there and they were really, really 
talented,” said Shepperson. 

“It looks like the next genera¬ 
tion of cricketers in Nepal could 
really help them up their level and 
become more of a force in world 
cricket. 

“The thing that really stood out 
for me was how willing they were 
to listen. Anything you did they 
wanted to replicate and, as a coach, 
that’s all you can ask for. 

“Their attitude was incredible 
and they had a real willingness to 
improve. 

“When we first got there I think 
people thought ‘wow, these guys 
have come over to help’, and you 
started to form close bonds. After 
two or three sessions with some 
of the same youngsters you could 
really see an improvement.” 

It was the third MCC tour of 
Nepal following previous trips in 


2003 and 2009, and Shepperson’s 
first having come through trials 
after being recommended by 
Mildenhall life vice-president 
Andrew Squire. 

The side, which was captained 
by Leicestershire all-rounder Neil 
Dexter, played a mixture of two- 
day, Twenty20 and 40-over games 
in Kathmandu and Pokhara. 

“It was hectic and we had a lot 
going on, but I don’t think anyone 
would have wanted it any other 
way,” said Shepperson. 

“We had a lot of cricket to fit in 
with only 13 players, but overall the 
squad performed pretty well. 

“We made the most of everything 
we got to see and playing against 


the people we got to play against 
while we were out there, so it was 
very successful. 

“We played primarily against 
Nepal, either their first team, 
second team or the under-19s, and 
we played a club team as well. 

“The club team actually gave us a 
really good game, and it went down 
to the final ball and they beat us. 

“Cricket seems to be really tak¬ 
ing off over there. I don’t think any 
of the players really knew what to 
expect, but there’s a connection 
between the MCC and Nepal. 

“You could see that cricketing 
connection has been built over a 
long period of time and is develop¬ 
ing really well.” 


As well as helping youngsters 
develop their skills, Shepperson, 
who is a top-order batsman and 
can also bowl leg-spin, was keen to 
learn things himself. 

“There were times when it was 
really difficult because of the 
quality of the opposition,” said 
Shepperson. 

“The pitches were prepared well, 
but very different to what we’re 
used to, especially when facing spin 
bowling. 

“That’s where I feel I developed 
my game most, and being out there 
in the middle for a period of time 
was an experience to really learn 
from. 

“Some of the players I played 
with, like Neil, have given me things 
to work on that will also help me 
with my game, so for my own devel¬ 
opment as a cricketer it was a really 
productive tour as well.” 

The tour ended in November 
and Shepperson is now back on the 
Gold Coast continuing his latest 
cricketing adventure Down Under. 

And his next mission will start 
in April when Mildenhall make 
another attempt to win the Marshall 
Hatchick Two Counties Champion¬ 
ship, Division One title and clinch 
promotion back to the Gibbs Denley 
East Anglian Premier League. 

The club were last in the region’s 
top flight in 2006. 

“That will be back to real life,” 
said Shepperson. 

“Hopefully we can get the club 
into the Premier League and that’s 
something I’d like to help with.”

Newmarket 
unfazed by 
ITV4 link 

NEWMARKET Racecourses 
insist ITV4 would be a 
suitable home for many 
of their fixtures after ITV 
secured a four-year deal to 
show live racing from 2017. 

Reports suggest that 
of the 34 fixtures to be 
broadcast on the network's 
main channel, only the 
opening day of the QIPCO 
Guineas Festival, featuring 
the 2000 Guineas, is set 
to be featured alongside 
meetings like Royal Ascot, 
Glorious Goodwood and 
the Cheltenham Festival. 

Key Newmarket cards, 
including the QIPCO 1000 
Guineas, July Festival, 
Cambridgeshire meeting 
and the Future Champions 
fixture, are all reportedly 
lined up for 60 slots of 
racing scheduled on ITV4. 

But Amy Starkey, regional 
director for Jockey Club 
Racecourses East Region, 
believes ITV4 has already 
"proven easy to turn to for 
sports fans". 

She said: "It is 
understandable this new 
TV deal has sparked 
excitement and debate, but 
it is disappointing so much 
is being said about a leaked 
provisional list of headline 
meetings and it really is too 
early to speculate. 

"Newmarket Racecourses 
will enjoy good coverage 
across ITV's main channel 
alongside the first day of the 
QIPCO Guineas Festival, as 
well as top-quality racing on 
ITV4, which has proven easy 
to turn to for sports fans. 

"ITV has committed to 
broadcast from more than 
one racecourse on days 
beyond the crown jewel 
events, just like the current 
Channel 4 arrangement. 

"Everything will be decided 
in on-going discussions with 
ITV and in line with the 2017 
fixture process." 

The official statement 
issued by Racecourse Media 
Group that announced the 
new deal on Saturday did 
not mention any fixtures 
from Newmarket with the 
main ITV station.
